REGIMENTS 


ROYAL INNISKILLING FUSILIERS 


No regiment has o richer 
heritage of tradition than the 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers. 
Stubborn in defence, forth- 
right in attack, never fiinch- 
ing before the hardship of a 
campaign, ita record is typical 
of the British Army. 

The Inniskilings first nppeared 
In the successful defence of the 
town of Enniskillen, when the loyal 
settlers In that town and district 
of the North of Ireland with- 
stood a siege in the year 1688 
nggoinst the native clans, and finally 
in 1689 closed the gates of the city 
against the troops of James II and 
declared fur King Willtam, 

Some wonderful feats of endur- 
unce are on record from these carly 
days. Once the Inniskilling forces 
[patched forty miles in two dayr 

fore meeting their enemy, and 
then defeated them. On another 
uccasion they had marched twenty~ 
one miles Immediately before going 
into battle, und, fighting on empty 
stomachs, won what Macaulay Fas 
described as “the most remarkable 
victory of irregulars over regular 
truops ever recorded,” a 

‘The first great engagement in 
which the Inniskillings fought as 
au regular regiment was In the 
Batlle of the Boyne in July, 1690, 
when King Willlam appointed them 
us his guards for that day 

“} have heard much of you,” the 
King = sald “Let me now nec 
something of you” And he was 
well content with what he saw 

The Inniskillings next went to 
Flanders, and were present at the 
tuking of Namur in 1635, which 
was one of the striking successes 
of the campaign 

In 1756 the regiment went to 
North America to begin those 
operations which resulted in’ the 
canguest of Canada The regiment 
was present at the fall of Montreal 
in 1760 

They then saw 
service against the 
French and Spanist: 
setlUers of the West 
Indies. Martinique 
and Grenada were 
quickly — selzed, as 
well as Havana, 
which was loter ex- 
changed for the pro- 
vince of Florida. 

During the 
American War of 
Independence = the Innisklllings 
were actlvely engaged, and, not- 
withstanding the issue of the con- 
lest, had no cause to feel dissatis- 
fied with the manner In which they 
had carried out their duties. 


They were next engaged under 
the Duke of York tn Holland, from 
1794 to 1795, and in the following 
year they proceeded, under Sir 
Ralph Abercromby, to gust the 
French from the island of St 
Luela, in the West Indles. 


The conduct of the Royal Innis- 
killlng Fusilicrs stood out in the 
operations which followed the 
landing of the British on the fsland 
to such an extent that when Morne 
Fortune, the stronghold of the 
French, capltulated, its garrison of 
2,000 men was ordered to Iny down 
{ts arms to the Royal Inniskilling 
Fusillers, and the King's Colour of 
that regiment was displayed for 
one hour on the captured fortress to 
mark- whose was the lion’s share 
of the victory. © , _

ment 


picturesque Incident occurred, A 
regiment of the French Grenadiers 
confronted the Inniskilling Fusi- 
liers,and a French officer advanced 
In front of the Mne and challenged 
any one of the Inniskillings to 
single combat, 

His challenge was immediately 
accepted by Captain Waldron, who 
sprang cageriy to meet him, and 
after a few rapid passes Jald the 
Frenchman dead at his feet. Ex- 
clted by the victory of thelr cham- 
pion, the Innlskillings dashed for- 
ward with the bayonet, and the 
enemy was forced to retreat. 

The regiment was present at the 
Battle of Waterloo, and never was 
its power of ‘endurance more 
severely scsted. 

Throughout the day they cndur- 
ed a pitiless cannonude from the 
French batteries, and were exposrd 
to incessant charges of French 
cavalry, standing In an ever- 
diminishing square. Finally, when 
the battle was won, two-thirds of 
the Inniskillings lay dend or 
wounded on the ground, thelr loss 
being the heaviest of any British 
regiment on the field. Speaking 
of the Inniskillings, the Duke of 
Wellington said; —‘That is the re- 
iment which saved the centre of 
my line at Waterloo.” 

In 1835, 1846 and 1847 they were 
enguged in protecting — British 
colonists against the Kaffirs and 
Boers, and in 1857 took part in 
quelling the Indian Mutiny. The 
regiment was not again employed 
on active service until the year 
1897, when they took part in the 
Tirah campalgn on the Indian 
fronticr. 

At the outbreak of the Boer War, 
the regiment formed part of the 
Irish Brigade of General Bulier’s 
Army, und in December 1899 took 
part in the batlo of Colenso, 

In the operntions that ensued the 
Inniskillings were engaged at 
Venter’s Sprult, Spion Kop and 
Vaalkranz, but it was at the as- 
suult of Railway HI 
(afterwards known 
as Inniskilling HIN) 
that the = regiment 
had its proudest, If 
most costly, experl- 
ence. 

With the Inniskill- 
ings leading, the 
brigade advanced to 
the attack with 
thousands of pratc- 
tlsed Boer marks- 
minen awalting them. Without 
4 moment's hesitutlon the Innls- 
killings dashed up the slope, and 
before the survivors staggered back 
they had Jost thele colonel and half 
the buttalion under the pitiless fire. 

Checked, but not defeated, the 
gallant Irlshmen stuck to their 
position in front of the Boers, dnd 
no effort could drive them sway. 
Thus they held the Boers while 
Slr Redvers Buller swung round his 
ormy, and they had thelr revenge 
when the Pieters Hills defences 
went down before the British 
attack, and the way to Ladysmith. 
at last lay open. 

When the regiment marched 
through the streets of Ladysmith, 
there were only five officers and 
forty per cent of the men left. 

In the Grent War of 1914-18 the 
Royal ‘Inniskilling Fusiliers pro- 
duced thirteen service — battalions, 
which was ‘o wonderful achieve- 
ment os the men were nearly all 
volunteers. | te 3

Warning From France 


It is often pointed out) that 
excessive naQonalism has, pre- 
vented the reorganisation of 
mInodern) Europe as it prevented 
the reorganisation of ancient 
Greece, The same evil has pro. 
duced another phenomenon that 
is familiar to us from Greek 
history, Never since those days 
have the disintegrating forces 
within States been so strong: 
never has the class war been so 
conscious and so general, Fac. 
tion, in the old Greek sense, has 
been spreading with the ccono- 
mic disorder that followed the 
Great War in every country in 
Europe. Hitler grasped a truth 
that was more evident to a man 
living in the tumult of revolu- 
tion than to Western statesmen 
living in countries: where con- 
stitutional forms survived. This 
discovery Inspired his plans. He 
determined to make his country 
strong by foreing it into a rigid 
mould and to make his neigh- 
bours weak by fomenting all the 
disintegrating elements. He 
used for his own purpose the 
fears of the rich for their pro- 
perty in all countries, intriguing 
with the base, flattering and 
tricking the simple. The fall of 
France was the dramatic climax 
of a process that has left no 
nation untouched. An article 
by Mr. George Peel in the ‘Con- 
temporary Review,” “Why 
France Fell,” describes vividly a 
nation “eaten out and exhausted 
by its internal animosities”. be- 
Itore the war began.

ROYAL INNISKILLING FUSILIERS 


No regiment has a richer 
heritage of tradition than the 
Royal Inntskilling Fusiliers. 
Stubborn in defence, forth- 
right In attack, never flinch- 
ing before the hardship of a 
campaign, its record ia typical 
of the British Army. 

The InniskiitIngs first appeared 
in the successful defence of the 
town of Enniskillen, when the loyal 
settlers in that town and district 
uf the North of Ireland with- 
stuad aoslege in the year 1688 
against the native clans, and finally 
in 1689 closed the gates of the city 
agamat the troops of James I and 
declared for King William 

Some wonderful feats of endur- 
ance ste on record from these carly 
dnys Once the Inniskllling forces 
marched forty miles in two days 
befare meeting their enemy, and 
then defeated them. Qn another 
occasion they had marched {wenty- 
one miles tmmediately before going 
Into bate, and, fighting on cmpty 
stormachs, won what Macaulay has 
described as “the most’ remarkable 
victory of iIrregulats over regular 
troops ever recorded.” 

The first great engagement in 
whieh the Inniskillings fought as 
a regular regiment was in the 
Hattle uf the Boyne In July, 1690, 
when King Willam appointed them 
as his guards for that day.

The conduct of the Royal Innis- 
kiling Fusiliers stood out in the 
operations which followed. the 
lunging of the British on the Island 
to such on extent that when Morne 
Fortune, the stronghold of the 
French, capitulated, its garrison of 
2,000 men was ordered to lay down 
its arms to the Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers, and the King’s Colour of 
that regiment was displayed for 
one hour on the captured fortress to 
mark whose was the lion’s share 
of the victory.

A 
reysument of the French Grenadiers 
confronted the Inniskilling Fusl- 
liers,ana n French officer advanced 
in front of the linc and challenged 
any one of the Inniskillings by 
single combat, 

His challenge was inmncdiately 
accepted by Captain Waldron, who 
sprang Cagerly to meet him, and 
after n few rapid passes Jald the 
Frenchina i dead at his feet. Ex- 
cited by the victory of their cham- 
plon, the Innlskillings dashed for- 
ward with the bayenet, ond the 
enemy was forced, to rotreat, 

The regiment was present at the 
Battle of Waterloo, and never was 
its power of endurance more 
severely tested. 

Throughout the day they endur- 
ed a pitiless cannonade from the 
French batteries, and were exposed 
to incessant charges of French 
cavalry, standing in an = ever- 
diminishing squsre. Finally, when 
the battle waa won, two-thirds of 
the Inniskillings Iny dead = or 
wounded on the ground, their Joss 
being the heaviest of any British 
regiment on the Meld. Speaking 
of the Inniskillings, the Duke of 
Wellington said: —‘‘That is the re- 
giment which saved the centre of 
my line at Waterloo.” 

In 1835, 1846 und 1847 they were 
in protecting British 
colonists against the Kafirs and 
Boers, and in 1857 took part in 
quelling the Indinn Mutiny, The 
regiment was not again employed 
on octive service until the year 
1897, when they tuok part in the 
Tirah campaign on the Indjan 
frontier 

At the outbreak of the Boer War, 
the regiment furmed part of We 
Irish Hrigade of General Buller’s 
Army, and in Deceniber 1899 took 
part in the battle of Colenso. 

In the operntions that ensued the 
Inniskiilings were engaged at 
Venter’s Spruit, Spion Kup and 
Vaelkranz, but It wus ot the as- 
suult of Railway Hill 
(afterwards known 
ns Inotskilling Hill) 
that the regiment 
had its proudest, If 
most costly, experi- 
cence, 

With the Inniskill- 
ings leading, the 
brigade advanced to 
the attack with 
thousands of prac- 
tised Boer marks- 
men awaiting them. Without 
A moment's hesitation the Innis- 
killlngs dashed up the slope, and 
before the survivors staggered back 
they hod fost their co'onel and half 
the battalion under the pitiless fire. 

Checked, but not defeated, the 
gallant Irishmen stuck to their 
position in front of the Boers, and 
no effort could drive them away. 
Thus they held the Boors while 
Sir Redvers Buller swung round his 
army, and they had thelr revenge 
when the Pietera Hills defences 
went down before the British 
uttack, and the way to Ladysmith 
at last lay open, :

But any uctual 
attempt to invade Britain at this 
stage would be foulhardy, and would 
remain so until the way has been

It would be tn keeping with Ger- 
man efficiency to prepare for embarka~ 
tion while awnziting a tum of events 
favourable to the ferrying of troops 
across the Channel.

Worning From France 


It is often pointed out that 
excessive nationalism has pre- 
vented the reorganisation of 
modern Europe os it prevented 
the reorganisation of ancient 
Greece. The same evil has pro- 
duced another phenomenon that 
is familiar to us from Greek 
history. Never since those days 
have the disintegrating forces 
within States been so strong; 
never has the class war been 80 
conscious and so general. Fac- 
tion, in the old Greek sense, has 
been spreading with the econo- 
mic disorder that followed the 
Great War in every country in 
Europe. Hitler grasped a truth 
that was more evident to a man 
living in the tumult of revolu- 
tion than to Western statesmen 
living in countries where con- 
stitutional forms survived.
